The view taken by 
sovoral leading I^ondon and proviucial 
papers that Lord Salisbury has been 
dupad by Bismarck to taking decisive 
aoliou in tbe dispute, with a view to 
bringing on tbe niucli dreaded war this 
year, us Germany is now better prepared 
than she would be later, is not snared 
in well iuforiiied circles. 

TIMK AhONK NKKDKD. 

Any close student of politics is aware 
that il only needs time to settle the 
Hastcrn question, hence the Oernian 
chftiicellor'a strenuous efTorts to pi-e- 
serve peace, and Ills endeavors to 
strengthen the triple alliance by adding 
Kngland, publicly, to it. For there is 
little doubt that England has a secret 
agreement with the allied powers to 
play her part in the event of the open- 
ing of hostilities. The Eastern question 
would have been solved ore this were it 
not for the annexation of Alsace-Lor- 
raine by Germany. If western lOurope 
were United there would be no menace 
ill the east. The future of the Balkan 
slates could be guided in peitceful chan- 
nels by the European concert. But the 
gravitation of Irance ,bo,-^gvi8^|B , was 
long since destroyed ^ l]y''ta«j,'£^,^^peau 
concert, and there has been instead two 
camps between which tho continent is 
divided.

THE REICHSTAG CLOSED.

Powerful SpcechcB Both Pro and Con— The 
HuUiect Carefully Avoided by 
tho Emperor. 



Berlin, ifan, 25.— The Reichstag was 
crowded with visitors to-day, despite 
the fact that admission could only be 
gained by those holding tickets, which 
wore niuisiiallj' dillicnil to gel. A great 
crowd of spectators waited patiently to 
tho end to see and jiossibly hear Bis- 
marck ; but tbougli they waited in vain, 
not one of them departed until the Im- 
perial nies.sivge was delivered by Herr 
Von liuetticbcr, and the session was 
closed. 

THE CHASiriON Of SOCIAl.IS.il. 
The disappointment was coiisidorubly 
les.M lied, however, by the hist<n-ic im- 
port inee of the debate, llcrr Babel, 
1 lie s ocialist, opened the ileliato by de- 
I lariug that the iii'iaecutiuii of the 
goveriinieiit hail had no cli'cci in sup- 
prcsdiig socialism. He was not sur- 
orisi d, lut said, that the government 
fill mill ilesire lo make the aiippi easiuii of 
socioiisiii ))erniaiieiit , but social demo- 
cracy was indestructible. The proceed- 
ings of tbe goveriinieiit recalled tbe 
persecution of heretics in mud- 
nuv d times. If people were 
iiica|)able of ]iulilical judgment 
il was the fault of the government, whose 
oppressive burdens begat ignorance. 
The ta>;es lately voted, he said, hud 
compelled men to relieel. fie compared 
the present adininistrulive system in 
(jcrinany to that which prevailed in 
fi'rance under the rule of Napoleon III. 
it was to the credit of sociiil demo- 
cracy, he declared, that anarchism bad 
disappeared. Joliau ^lost's Freibcit, he 
asserted, was tho prodiact o^ the secret 
police and was used by the extremists to 
iliacredit reform. He closed by the ex- 
pression of his belief that social demo- 
cracy was destined to rule tbe country. 

TliK inl.Ens' IIEI.IIIIO.V. 

Herr Ilciifnrth, the Prussian Minister 
of the Interior, replied to Hurr Babel. 
The laws against the social democrats, 
he said, were conceived and put in 
force only bocunse they hud e::ceeded 
their rights. The uiijority of socialists 
adhered to the worst iloctriues of their 
parly, and their leaders in Germany did 
not represent the masses of the people, 
least of all their workiiiginen, but 
rather those who did not work. 

l-'OR I'OI.ITa'AI. KK.l.SO.SS. 

Pi iiice Schoiiach Carolatb protested 
against the goveriinieiit making the 
suppression of ,SociaIiats its watchword 
iu tlic coming election, a policy which, 
he <leclared, was equivalenl lo the gov- 
ernment beading an unrelenting class 
war. He was a steadfast opponent of 
the o|)iiiioiia hehl by the Socialists, but 
he was convinced that the govermneut 
must leave to the people their choice nf 
means for arriving al comnion 
ends. The persecution of one party, be- 
cause it differed in opinion, led inevit- 
ably to the persecution of all parties. 
The government, he said, bad failed to 
declare tbac it expected to accept the 
bill without the expulsion clauHe, there- 
fore ihe vote must be taken on the 
whole bill. 

HOW THE VOTt; STCKll), 
The vole was then proceeded with. 
The conservatives, progressists, cent- 
rists, and socialists voted together 
against the bill ; making a total of 169. 
The Imperialists and national liberals 
voted for the bill, casting 98 votes. At 
the end of tbe vote Herr Von Hoetticher 
announced tho close of tbe session, at 
the same time requesting in the name of 
the Kniperor the presence of the depu- 
ties al .Schlosa at (i o'clock. At the 
hour appointed tho deputies repaired lo 
the palace where they were received in 
the VV hite Hall by the Emperor, who 
was attended Ky his ministers and a 
number of oflieers 

ADIlKI SKI) IIV THE KAISER. 
His Majesty addressed tho deputies 
aa follows: "The past three years 
have been yetus of exceptional import- 
ance lu the development of tbe empire, 
and within that period has .been proved 
the loyalty of the people and their at- 
tachment lo the monarchy. For the 
peaceful transition of governnieni from 
my grandfather to my father, and from 
my father to myself, acknowledgments 
are due to the Reicliatiig, which, with 
discerning patriotism, has labored to 
make lastnig and sure tho defenccsof the 
empire." 

"Facilities been afforded to artizaus to 
improve their condition," he continued, 
"by the extention of the powers of trade 
guilds." He hailed with satiafaotion the 
application of recommendations made in 
l.s.sl, particularly a law providing for 
the a.ssurance against want of working- 
men incapacitated by old age or infirm- 
ities, 'rbose measures were in- 
tended to guarantee the welfare 
of the poor.

It asserts that a 
year ago we auppoi ted that Act "with 
partisan vim." It is kind imough to.say 
that Mr. Tlieuilmo Uuvie — wlio witli its 
tisual regard for the decencies of discuj- 
sion it deaiguates as "Theo." — had a 
mortgage on our moral courage and that 
we did not raiac the "faintest piotest." 

It goes on to suy: "A year passes. 
The Government during this pei iod tlis- 
oovers that the Leiral Profesaions' Act is 
a reproach to common sense, is, in fact, 
an iii'pediment to iho ac4\iisition of le- 
gal talent,by the province, and tlie Gov- 
ernment organs, seemingly forgetful of 
their attitude a year ago, revel in tlie 
annonucement tliat the Act is to be re- 
pealed." The conclusion to which the 
Times very cliai itably comes is "that 
TiiK Colonist uiid the Wnriil arc being 
run e.Kcluaively in the intereat of tlie 
Government, Are prepared to stnltif}- 
themselves every time they are directed 
to do so." 

Here are stalements made witliont 
any reservation whatever. The Times 
stakes its oliar.i'jtei- for triit!ifulnes.s anil 
reliability on these aasertiona aa to mat- 
ters of fact.

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.1 RAILWAY FOB THE SfJUTH. 

The southern section of the province 
is nt present badly in need of railway 
iccoiiimodation. From the eastern 
liimiulary tc the Pacific Coast is a strip 
f line country possessing rich and 
varied i^esourcos. Near the eastern 
boundary are the Crow's Nest coal do- 
))oaits. In them have been found thick 
.seams of the best coal. The supply ap- 
jieara to be ine.xhau.stable. Coming 
west are mining districts known to be 
ich ill gold, silver and other metals, 
all waiting for a roilroad to dovelope 
them. There are fine agricuUui iil lands 
apahle of yielding heavy crops of 
wheat on the route of a railway run- 
ning from east to west, and it would 
run through the buuch grass district, 
which any nmiiber-i of cattle and 
horses could '' 'feed!"' and' '- fatten. 
In this southern . section .ar^, also large 
iireas of timber ' landi -whieh -without 
better means of transport than now 
exist are of little or no use to tiie pro- 
vince. A railroad through this southern 
;,irip would make all ibose respuruosi 
immediately available. .The coal of the 
Crow's Neat seams is absolutely ncces- 
H.iry to enable the miners of the dis- 
tricts between the ItocUies and the 
e.ouat to work their mines to advLUitago; 
and the agricultural and grazing lands 
need a railway to get their products to 
a market. 

The Spokane Falls and Northern Rail- 
way Corapany have, we see, made ap- 
plication to construct roads in tliia dis- 
trict, and the Crow's Mest and 
Kootenay Lake Railway Company have 
a charter to build a road through the 
eastern part of it. The country would 
be benefited and the projectors' iiiter- 
eats would be s'ferved if these roads 
were all incorporated into one scheme. 
The province-would then have in the 
south a road running through its whole 
I iteut from east to west, and the Legis- 
1 iiiirc would, we arc sure, be more ready 
to aid one great ntihyay,8oheme in that 
ilisiriotlhan several small ones. It is 
c isily seen that a plan of railway devel- 
opnient in the south would lie ili- 
1 jiiiplete and defective that would not 
iiiolude in it an extension to the coal 
deposits near the eastern boundary. The 
west needa the coal, and its inhabitants 
should be in a position to avail thctn- 
selves of the advantages it affords at the 
curliest possible moment. These con- 
siderations will, no doubt, have weight 
with the Legislature and a tluough line 
would atand a far better chance of 
being assisted than two or three shorter 
onea that would leave the east un- 
louched. We trust, therefore, that the 
Crow's Nest Coal and Mineral Company 
(Limited,) will come to an agreement 
with the .Spokane ond Northern Rail 
way Co., and unite to give. the province 
,1 through railway {rom'-Grow'a Neat to 
l-",uglish Bay.

Any inlelligciii person who is the 
least fair-miiiilcd, after comparing 
the section as it wa.a left on lln^ statute 
book by the party now in Opposition 
with wliat it ia no^ .m\ut..a,dit)it that 
there are not the slightest groimda for 
charging tlie present Minister with hav- 
ing manipulated the school law for the 
purpose of getting the teachers iiinlei- 
liis political thuiul).

How "Colonist" and "Press'' Keportern 
Drew Outs for Qoverumeut Printing 
In '61. 

The Hon. .Mr. .Speaker, atlending the 
Legislative Aa.aeinbly of V. 1. as report- 
er of the Colonist thirty years ago, 
long up the recollection of an incident 
that o'jcurred abbiit this tinao, or a little 
later, in '01. 

.•\n opposition paper called the Daily 
Press had just been started with a ro- 
markahly clever man, Leonard McClui e, 
being since deceased, as editor, and the 
writer as a reporter.

knew absoliilely iiolliiiig about \ilial 
such u job waa wcnlli. 

lie Ihoiighl, however, th.tt il would 
never do to ackiiowh'dge ignorance of 
what that angiisl asaeinhly .supposed 
he Ilia legitimate biisiiiesa, and aceor 
inglj' made a pretence of examining 
and then, in sheer de.aperalion put down 
a certain price, the amount long aiiiei 
forgotten, and forwarded it to .Mr 
.S|ieakei'. 

"llii, ha, lui," ejaculated this digna 
tary, "Well, well, here ia a go." Thi 
"wretehed reporter" ill the nieanlinie 
feeling so small that the proverbial knot 
hole, bad il been available, would have 
been all too big for him to creep through, 
imagining of comae thai his haphazard 
hid was either ao small or so monstrous- 
ly large uiial he would .soon be 'over- 
whelmed with ridicule. 

Judge of his surprise, therefore, whou 
Dr. Helmckcn continued, after a pause 
that seemed an age to llie |)arty most 
intorcsled, "Why, these fellows have 
tied each other." 

A reprieve for a condenined criminal 
never afibrded more relief than this an 
nouncement did for the opposition "lo 
cal items. "
